A STEERING "PROPULSOR."

Apparatus Applied to Steamshipi
Which Is Both Propeller and Rud-
der—Only for Small Boats.

Unlike the ordinary steamship,
the fish forces itself through the
water and alters its course
by means of the same organ, the
tail. Several inventors, though,
have tried to perform both func-
tions with one pieece of apparatus.
The first application of the idea—-
at least of late years—was made
to the submarine. Some French
boats of that class have been pro.
vided with a peculiar joint in the
propeller shaft, just outside the
stern, so that the screw itself can
be swung from side to side. By
changing the angle at which the
thrust is made against the water,
the boat is steared and rudders
are made unnecessary,

From a short report made to the
department of commerce at Wash-
ington from the American consul
at Birmingham, it would appear
that the same system has been
tried on boats which are meant to
travel on the surface only, like
naphtha launches. An English
firm is introducing the invention,
but the latter is of French origin.
The “propulsor,” as it is called,
can be applied to any boat already
in existence, if it is not too large.
How the connections are made is
not explained, but the consular
report says that it is possible to
dispense with the necessity of
boring a hole through the stern
post, and of supplying a perman-
ent propeller shaft and stufiing
box. It can be attached toa boat
and removed from the sanre with-
out any modification of the boat
itself. Anyone taking this “steer-
ing propulsor”toalake,riverorthe
seaside may attach it to any boat
he finds there that is within its
range of power. As the propeller
can be completely turned around,
a4 reverse action is given. The
Auntomotor Journal states that a
given number of these transfer
able propulsors have been adopt
ed by the navies of France, Russin
and Japan, and that a 12.-horse.
power propuisor has been success
fully applied to a lannch, which
towed a 300-ton canal barge with
a load of 150 tons of sand.
